The veto itself applies in the 
Security Council, where Russia 
and any of the other great pow- 
ers can block a decision of the 
majority merely by its applica- 
tion.

Report Attack Praise, Award 


At N. Y. Dinner 


NEW YORK, Oct. 19—(4)— 
Secretary of State Marshall Sun- 
day night received the 1947 Free- 
dom Award at a dinner at which 
more than 1,000 guests heard the 
Secretary’s work in war and 
peace praised by international 
leaders. 

Bernard M. Baruch, who receiv- 
ed the award last year, presented 
the bronze plaque, 
shall’s service in two wars and 
through years of peace, and t@m- 
ed him “the first global 
egist,” who “left a permanent, 
written record of what to do (in 
war) and how to do it.” 

The award is presented an- 
nually by Freedom House, an or- 
ganization of citizens dedicated to 
peace. In selecting Marshall for 
the award, Freedom House cited 
him especially for projecting a 
plan for European reconstruction. 

Dr. Herbert V. Evatt, Australian 
minister for external affairs, de- 
clared the need for international 
understanding was never greater 
than at present, but added: 
| “Yet international understand- 
‘ing does not mean something to 
‘be purchased by yielding on great 
‘matters of principle or upon 
‘compromise by exhaustion’ — 
Marshall's own phrase.” ° 

President Truman, in a message 
read to the gathering, said of 
Marshall: ““Great in war and great 
‘in peace, happily for his country, 
‘he continues as a_ bulwark of 
strength in national and _ inter- 
national councils.”

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Why Penalize the Thrifty? 


There will be another hearing on lower 
milk prices in the Senate chamber of the 
State Capitol at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 


The request for reduced prices comes, 
this time, not from a buyer but a seller. 


The Georgia Milk Producers’ Confeder- 
ation is asking to be allowed to sell milk 
at its stores for 20 cents a quart. This is 
two cents less than the minimum price 
which the State Milk Control Board cur- 
rently allows in the Atlanta milkshed area. 

It will be recalled that, before the war, 
milk sold in retail stores for two cents a 
quart less than the delivered price. But 
OPA set a price which recognized no dif- 
ferential and the Milk Control Board fol- 
lowed suit. 

. But the war has been over for two 


years now and the situation remains un- 
changed, illogical though it be. 

Milk today costs the same thing, cash 
and carry, as it does delivered, with the 
route man taking a chance on getting his 
money at the end of the month. That is 
patently absurd. Most people are willing 
to pay more for the convenience of having 
milk delivered to their door every other 
morning and of paying for it once a month. 
But those who are willing to go to the 
trouble to go for it, pay cash and carry it 
home themselves should not be penalized 
for their enterprise. 

With the price of so many cost-of-living 
articles going up, it is encouraging to find 
one group with something to sell asking 
to be allowed to charge less. By all means, 
let’s hasten to agree.

Wise Aid for Service Commission

A Conversation 
And Coincidence 


Not long ago I got off an Eastern DC-4 flight 
at Richmond to stretch my legs in the brief time 
spent there.

“We will never know,” said Syd Shannon. “what hap- 
pened.

“One of these days,” he said, “something like that will happen 
and the pilot will get out of it or all the occupants won't be killed, 
and we will learn from that what happened or might have hap- 
pened.” 

We talked on, about aircraft and the performance of the various 
wing designs in weather, and pretty soon we were at the end of 
our trip. 


A short while later I was back home and one day 
at the office they sent me in the AP report of a 
DC-4 of the American Airlines which, flying over Texas at about 
8,000 feet, suddenly nosed up and then went downward and over 
on its back. 

The pilot got it out after a terrifying 30 seconds when the ship 
was on its back at 300 feet. By an amazing coincidence, “something 
like that” had happened. 

Now the official report is out and it is an unbelievable one. A 
check pilot, standing behind the pilot and co-pilot, suddenly and 
with unexplicable curiosity, obeyed an impulse to see what would 


happen if he put on the “gust lock,” an appliance which locks all 


controls and which is employed on the ground to prevent gusts of 
wind from moving the controls and overturning the ship. The 
United Lines disaster at LaGuardia happened when the cockpit 
check ignored the gust lock before take-off was begun. 


In Texas the check pilot got the lock off, again with- 


the instrument panel in the sudden flip of the big ship and struck 
the buttons which feather the props. Three were feathered and

But it might have happened by 
accident and with this ship there was not enough altitude—and not 
enough luck. 

Anyhow—from now on no accidents will occur because of the 
gust lock. But the price is too inflated and tragic.

Boom to Continue; 
No Bust in Sight 


WASHINGTON—It is noteworthy to mention 
that some of the groups which a year ago were 
the loudest in proclaiming that a depression or & 

recession was just around the corner have now rev themselves 


_ to the point where it is admitted there is no longer any need for fear 


on this score. 

Instead, the former calamity howlers now see nothing but a 
further prolonged period of boom conditions ahead of us. 

What the United States News, a publication given over to busi- 
ness and governmental affairs, has to say about the situation is 
typical of much of the comment, It reflects the new trend of 
thought among the so-called economic experts. 

“You can settle back now and enjoy the boom without need te 
worry much about any early bust,’” this publication, a conservative 
institution, advises its readers in its current issue. It goes on to say 
there is little chance of businessmen getting caught off guard by a 
sudden ending of the boom, 

“Inflation, instead,” the magazine warns, “is to take another 
whirl. Food shortage in a world full of money assures that. 
does the promise of more dollars for Europe, or more priming of @ 
pump that already is filled to overflowing.” 

A year ago this magazine was warning business interests of the 
setback that lay immediately ahead. So were a lot of others claim- 
ing some special knowledge in the field of economics. Events as 
they have unfolded have made a lot of the experts look sick. 


Precedent The trouble was, perhaps, that too many people were 
using history as a guide to their economic predic- 
tions. Because we had a major setback after the First World War 
they seemed to think it was inevitable that history would repeat 
itself. 
Even some of the best minds in Government were taken in by 
the same reasoning. Estimates had been made, for example, that 
we would be left with some eight million unemployed in the months 
immediately following the war's end. 

It did not turn out that way at all. In fact, there has never 
been an unemployment problem since the end of hostilities. Much 
of the reverse has been true. More phenomenal! than all, employ- 
ment has reached the staggering figure of more than 60,000,000 per- 
sons. They laughed at Henry Wallace a few years ago when he set 
that as a goal for our postwar economy. 

It never did make sense, these gloomy predictions of the econo 
mists about an early postwar depression. It simply did not add up. 

We ended the war with the greatest backlog of demand for goods 
in all history. On top of that our people had on hand the greatest 


| accumulation of private savings in all history. These two factors 


alone were sufficient to provide a long-sustained boom. The people 
were hungry for scarce goods and they had the savings from the 
war-prosperous years with which to buy. 

But there were still other factors in the situation which could 
not be ignored. First, the destruction ef much o the industrial 
machinery of Europe made certain that heavy demands would be 
placed on our production facilities. Europe is eager to buy every- 
thing we are able to produce, from durable goods to foodstuffs, 
They are held back only by dollar exchange and our limits to 
produce, 

Finally, there was the Government guarantees as to parity prices 
or farm products. This insuréd a continued high rate of prosperity 

r the extensive farming interests of the country. Farm pros 
erity means industrial prosperity. 

Where the economists failed was in not properly evaluating the 
recent war in contrast with World War I. In the earlier conflict 
not as great a demand was made on the industrial capacity of the 
nations involved. The last war was a mechanized war, forcing a 
stoppage of all but the most essential peacetime production. 
tended to increase the accumulation of shortages in peace goods. 


Take the automobile industry as an example. We 

went for four years without automo- 
biles. It will take us that many years and more to catch up’ with the 
backlog of demand, That means the automobile industry is in for a 
long period of intensive production, with consequent high prosperity, 
The same is true of many lines. 

Former President Herbert Hoover has laid the ghost of depres 
sion talk with one of the most concise statements made on the sub- 
ject. He has reminded that you never have a depression so long 
as a nation’s surplus production is taken up by export demands 
abroad. 

It will be a long time before Europe's industrial machinery is 
sufficiently rehabilitated to produce the goods they need. We will 
not have a surplus of things in this country until that comes about, 
And that is another way of saying that a depression or recession in 
this country is a long ways off.

Procrastination and Starvation 


While a hungry Western Europe pulled its 


belt tighter last week, Governor Dewey draped 
the mantie of a demagogue about his well-fed self 
end called for an improvement in the diet of the 
American people. Although faced by the stark

@emocracies across the Atlantis, he very pointed- 


ly failed to throw his support behind the volun- 
tary national campaign to conserve wheat. 


The Governor spoke at Cornell University. In 
the deep ringing tones that did not quite call 
the turn in 1944, although he has hopes for 1948, 
he declared: “We want to do our honest share 
to feed hungry people overseas ... but we have 
at the same time a prior and a binding obliga- 
tion to see that no American is poorly fed as a 
bitter result of thoughtless or badly planned 
generosity on our part.” 

This was Mr. Dewey's first appearance in 
the role of demagogue. From a political stand- 
point, his performance was pure tragedy. A 
dramatic critic would have called it “unadulter- 
ated ham.” I can only add my own personal 
opinion that he fits into his new role as well as 
if it were a yellow taxicab. In any event, 
those who would heed Mr. Dewey's sour note in 
the matter of European relief are lukewarm pa- 
triots to whom any excuse is good enough for 
ignoring Chairman Luckman’s pleas for food for 
the hungry of Western Europe. 

Mr. Dewey’s political posturings are not im- 
portant. They are merely sadly indicative. The 
really serious thing about our efforts to save 
our sister democracies from collapse this Winter 
is the thorough-going confusion in Washington.

The confessions of James 
F. Byrnes in the most terrible of the New Deal 
memoirs to date, “Speaking Frankly,” are a 
national humiliation. 

The American people elected this miSschie- 
vous faker four times, yet the man who made 
fools of so many millions of a breéd who think 
themselves the shrewdest and most civilized 
on earth, himself was played for a fool for 
more than a decade by Joseph Stalin. 


Mr. Byrnes gives a poor account of him- 
self. Like Jim Farley and some other peni- 
tents. he took too long to wake up. Here 
it is, October, 1947, and we are hearing for 
the first time that Stalin traded Fauntleroy 
a bag of something base for his bag of 
candy, pulled the big sissy’s curls and 
kicked him in the bloomers. 


Roosevelt gave Stalin possessions in the Far 
East which weren't his to give, a dandy prece- 


| dent for the next gang of conquerors who would 


like to divide up the United States, and the price 
of all this was a few days’ nominal participation 
in-a war that the Americans alone already had 
won. Beyond the normal traffic killings of his 
fatalistic Orientals who would rather die than 
take the trouble to drive around, this war with 
Japan didn’t cost Stalin a split lip. But the smart 
Yankee trader, who had qualified for enor- 
mous feats of business by helping his son to 
frisk a handcuffed sucker, thought this was 
statesmanship. There are idiots still who think 
the same, but they get fewer day by day. 


All experience shrieked that Stalin was 
no better than Hitler, that the Muscovites 
had Roosevelt pegged for a silly snob and 
that they laughed at his confidence in their 
word. 


When did he get these warnings? Years ago. 
In 1939, the Dies Committee brought proof that 
the Russian Government was-our enemy and no 
more to be trusted than the Nazis. 

The American citizens can’t be blamed for 
not knowing. The Dies Committee elicited thou- 


sands of pages of testimony. But the proof 
tended to make Roosevelt ridiculous 

wife and his mud-gun soldiers smeared 
Committee. Witnesses were smeared and 
credited who were appearing at risk of 

lives and with no prospect of gain or even 
jobs, for the New Deal was ruthless in its 
hounding. 


On Sept. 23, 1939, Dr. D. H. Dom wsky 
testified before the Dies Committee. agate a 
Ukrainian exile who returned to 
the explosion of 1917. He was an old friend of 
Trotsky and Lenin and of many murdering 
Muscovites who later were butchered by Stalin. 
He was an employee of the unofficial embassy 
established here in the '20s and a pioneer 
American Communist. You couldn’t have asked 
for better authority on the secrets of the Mos- 
cow conspiracy against the United States. 


Frequently at the mention of this or that 
bloody-handed old barbarian Dombrowsky 
would say “he was shot” or “Stalin shot him.” 
On a night in Petrograd in 1920 after an attack ' 
had been beaten off, he sat with Gregory Zino- 
viev and “Bill Shatov, in charge of the OGPU, 
brought in the names of 130 people who were 
to be executed, that night.” 

“Our friend, Zinoviev, with a squeaky, un- 
pleasant voice, said: ‘It is too much to read; is it 
all right to sign it?’” said Dr. Dombrowsky, 
“and he signed it and they were shot that night. 
So I had no anxiety when I heard that Joe 
(Stalin) shot him (Zinoviev).” 


Roosevelt knew this was the quality of 
the people he was trusting when he re- 
sumed diplomatic relations with Russia 
in 1933. Yet he thought he, the country 
gentleman who never could earn his own 
living and laid an egg in promoting a vend- 
ing machine, could outsmart Stalin. 


“The day recognition was granted,” Dom- 
browsky said, “I happened to be in Washington 
and the three of us were anxiously awaiting the 
arrival of Litvinoff from the White House. Some 
details had to be ironed out. I believe that 
was one of the last conferences that was had at 
the State Department and the White House. Lit- 
vinoff came in, all smiles, and said: ‘Well, it’s 
all in the bag; we have it.’ Smiling and rubbing 
his hands, ‘Well,’ he says, ‘they wanted us to 
recognize the debts that we owed them and I 
promised that we were going to negotiate. But 
they did not know we were going to negotiate 
until doomsday.’ (Russia never paid a dollar, 
net.) And then he said, ‘The next one was a 
corker; they wanted me to give them freedom 
of religion, in Russia. And I gave it to them. 
I was very much prompted to offer that I will 
collect all the Bibles and ship them out to them.’ 


“He+was very much amused at that,” 
Dombrowsky said, “because that was the 
culmination of the simplicity of American 
officialdom.” 


Dombrowsky was mistaken. That was not 
the culmination. No human being could.bave 
foreseen that Roosevelt, who certainly heard 
the gist of this testimony, would one day go to 
Teheran and, just for the pleasure of taunting 
Churchill and twisting the lion’s tail, would 
deliver all of the Balkans, Poland, the Baltic 
countries, Finland and probably all the rest of 
European Christendom to Stalin just for the 
pompous pleasure of agreeing with a tough guy.

Fire Alarms Up 
32 Percent in 
Past Five Years 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19—()— 
President Truman's Conference on 
Fire Prevention estimated Sunday 
that the nation punched out 1,006.- 
719 fire alarms in 1946, 32 per- 
cent more than at the last count in 
1942. 

The sharpest increase, a confer- 
ence survey showed, was in fires 
away from  buildings—in lots, 
fields, streets, parks, woodland, 
automobiles, trucks and trains. 

Such fires increased 45 percent 
re 339,055 in 1942 to 488,381 in 
Fires in buildings increased 14 

cent, from 311.980 to 335.332. 
False and miscellaneous alarms 
lumped 42 percent, from 114,451 
to 163,006. 

The conference based its report 
on fire alarm data submitted by 
1.584 cities. The conference is 
made up of various citizens 4dl- 
rectly interested in fire prevention.
